GERMAN PRAISES LLOYD-GEORGE 


Believes Insurance Will be Beneficial 
to England, as it Has Been to 
Germany 


Berlin, Germany .— Doctor Kaufman, has suddenly recovered his faculties. 


president of the imperial insurance de 
partment, has just given his views 
regarding the betterment of national 
and social, conditions in England, 
which may be expected from the new 
insurance laws, which recently came 
Into force. The president was care- 
ful to explain that he only spoke from 
his knowledge of Gertman conditions, 
but that he expected analogous results 
in England. 

Vhere will be, thinks Doctor Kauf- 
man, an enormous reduction in poor 
law expenditure, in consequence of the 
insurance laws. Thrift will be sup- 
ported and nourished, and in millions 
It is a mistake to 
suppose that insurance will kill a de- 
sire to better one’s conditions. Tn. 
insurance has implanted 
It will 


Secondly, insurance will result in 


In consequence, there 
will be increased national happiness 


In Germany for example, the consump- 
tion per head of population of rye, 
wheat and meat, notwithstanding the 
high prices, has largely increased, the 
deposits with savings banks have 
enormously risen, and.

Fourthly, the new English law will 
affect the lower strata of people, just 
as it has done in Germany. This 
strata hitherto were helpless, but sick 
insurance and old-age pensions re- 
move their most crying needs. Com- 
pulsion for these classes was absolute- 
ly necessary. Ina few years will be 
witnessed a mew life, new hopes and 
new ideals in these classes. 

Finally, there je the improvement in 
national hygiene to be expected, es- 
pecially in all that affects tuberculosis 
and other national diseases. The 
hygiene initiative of the insurance 
laws will be felt from the highest to 
the lowest classes in the state, but 
especially in the homes of the poor, 
In Germany the worker's life has been 
prolonged; it will be so in England, 
Great sanatorias will rise in all parte 
of the country climatically suitable, 
and the English may look forward to 
the complete stamping out of certa‘n 
diseases which have hitherto ravaged 
the nation. 

In conclusion, this high German of- 
ficial said the act at first would prob- 
ably not run smoothly, but with pa- 
tlence it will become an essential and 
indispensable part of the social life of 
the English people.

They Caused a Vigorous Protest In 
Massachusetts In 1649, 

The following proteAt signed by Jo- 
sepb Endicott. governor; Thomas Dud- 
ley. deputy governor; Richard Belling- 
ham, Richard Saltonstall, Increase 
Nowell, William Hibbins, Tbomas 
Flint, Robert Bridges and Simob Brad- 
street was published in Massachusetts 
in 1649: ‘ 

“Protest, againat wearing long balr. 
of the governor, ete.. of Massachu- 
setts: ; 

“Forasmuch as the wearing of long 
hair. after the manner of Russians aod 
barbarous lidians, bas begun to in- 
vade New England, contrary to tbe 
rule of God's word, which rays It ts a 
shame for man to wear long bair, as 
niso the commendable custom gever- 
ally of all the godly of all our vation, | 
until within these few years: 

“We, the magistrates, who have sign- 
ed this paper, fof the khewing of our , 
own tnnocency In this bebualf. do de 
clare and manifext our disiike and de- 
testation against the wearing of such 
jong Natr. as newinat a thing ancivil 
and unmanly, whereby men doe de 
forme themselves and offend sober and 
modest men and doe corrupt good man- 
ners. We doe therefore enrnestly in- 
trent all the elders of this Jurisdiction, 
ns often ua they ahall see cause, to 
manifest thelr zeal against it in ther 
public administrations, and to take 
eare that the members of thelr respec: 
tive churches be not detiled therewith:

will not reforme themselves, uiny have 
God vod wan to witness against them, 
The third month loth day, May."
